The uncovered cav** had l*een brick­ 
ed up with walls over two feet In 
thlckne**. which 
show the greatest 
car** In construction The top Is cov­ 
ered with slabs of red and atone of a 
quality unknown iu th a locality and 
believed to have be* n brought here 
along with the supposed treasure hur­ 
led by Captain Kidd or tethers who 
sought Its conceal rn* nt 
The bricks 
ere of a sty!** similar to those known 
to h ire been brought he re from Eng­ 
land during Colonial days, and lx*tb 
stone and brick are so old that they 
crumble to blows of picks now being 
us**d to discover the real extent of the 
cave, 
tki far as can be learned from the 
formal exam I natl* n mad** by Mayor 
John Campbell the cav** Is a< least ISO 
years old.

CURVES AND GRADES. 


TH*y A r* Bscom ing Im portant Owing 
to Incroaso of Autom obile Traffic. 
Until recently the location of high­ 
ways has been governed more by 
grail** than by alignment. 
For obvious 
ceti so as horse drawn vehicle® demand­ 
ed aa ay grades, but were little affected 
by sharp curves. 
Consequently road* 
were so laid out as to meet this re­ 
quirement, being made to wind around 
hills 
and 
follow 
tortuous 
water 
courses with little attem pt to provide 
curves of long radii. 
I he result is a 
highw ay system which, except in level 
country, la composed of crooked roads, 
well adapted to the needs of wagon 
traffic, picturesque and pleasing, but 
unsuited to the requirem ents of a 
traffic composed of heavy motor driven 
vehicles traveling at high speed. 
Safety is a factor th at hitherto has 
entered into the work of road build­ 
ing to only a very limited extent, but 
which Is constantly assum ing more Im­ 
portance. 
The rapidly increasing use 
of motor vehicles places tbia new re- 
sponsibility on the roadmaker, and 
the building of new roads with longer 
carves and the realignm ent of old 
roads will do much tow ard reducing 
the dangers attendant upon the new 
modes of transportation. 
The existence of a curve generally, 
though not necessarily, presupiHjaes 
the presence on the Inner side of some 
Obstruction shutting off the view of 
the roadway ahead from a vehicle 
traveling around i t 
Curves having 
no! 11 of 1.000 feet or less are of com­ 
mon occurrence in such places, arid a 
width of thirty feet in the clear is as 
great as that fouud on many country 
roads.

PREPARATION 
OF 
ROADBED. 


Careful Grading and Firing Necessary. 
H ighw ays That Are Constructed of 
"Gum bo” Clay Should Be Rolled U n ­ 
til Smooth and Hard. 


In large areas in the south sedimen­ 
tary clays are found very generally. 
In these areas the clays are of a par­ 
ticularly plastic and sticky variety 
known as “gumbo” and “buckshot.” In 
such localities traffic is absolutely im­ 
possible during the wet seasou, as tbe 
wheels of >envy vehicles will sink to 
the hub. 
Gumbo clay is black, owing to the 
high percentage of organic or vegeta­ 
ble m atter it contains. 
It is particu­ 
larly sticky in its nature, and is a1- 
trust wholly free from sand and grit.

A taut **ut* coni of wota baa been fouud 
neeessar) for eight linear feet of road­ 
bed twelve feet wide. 
A fter grading the road to nu oven 
width between ditches it is plowed up 
as deeply as practicable, 
it will ta 
fouud 
necessary 
to use 
hor-es or 
mules, as the extremely heavy nature 
of the clay makes the work of deep 
plowing difficult 
After the pl*.wing 
has l*een completed furrow s are dug 
across the road from ditch to ditch, 
extending through and 
tayond the 
width to ta? horned. 
If it is intend*^ 
to burn twelve feet of roadway tbe 
transverse furrows should be sixteen 
feet long, so as to extend two feet on 
cacti side beyond the width of the final 
roadway. 
Across tbe ridges formed 
tatw’eeu these furrows, which should 
ta atau t four feet apart, the first 
course of cord wood is la 1*1 longitudi­ 
nally rn* as to form a series of fines In 
which the firing Is started. 
Tbe best and soundest cord wood is 
selected for this course and should In­ 
laid so that the piece# w ll touch, thus 
forming a floor. 
Another layer of 
wo*si is thrown irregularly across this 
door, iu crib forma this, with apace* 
left tatw*-en in which the lumps of 
clay are piled.

The top lover of clay la placed overall, 
and the finer portions of the material 
are heaped over the whole structure. 
The deep covering of Hay which is 
thrown over all should la* takeu from 
the side ditches and may ta In tampa 
of all sizes, including the very finest 
m aterial. It is spread as evenly as tai* 
Bible over the top in a layer of not 
less than six to tw elve inches

When the roadta-d lias been care­ 
fully prepared according to th** fore­

If. however, a large force of

W hen the m aterial is sufficiently 
cool**! the roadbed should tx* brought 
to a high . row ii before rolling, to 
allow for the compacting of the ma­ 
terial. 
This eau ta best done wit ii a 
plow or a grader.

until the roadbed is smooth and laird. 
The finished crow n should haven s|cij*e 
of at least one-half inch to the f‘*»l 
Aith*.ugh it cannot be denied that 
the gumbo and buckshot clays of the 
south 
are 
particularly 
adapted 
for 
burning on account of the high per­ 
centage of organic m atter which they 
contain, it is none the less probable 
that many of tile surface clays and 
soils of the states further north could 
be treat**! in tbe same way, and. in 
fact, any soil or clay which bricks or 
clinkers a t a com paratively low tem 
pere tore should be suitable for th# 
work.
